The summary of the proposed Order which was prepared by GMB

determined that we should attempt to revise, the draft Order in its

The General Counsel 1 s office at OMB grudgingly extende cTtliis deadline 
a few days at my request. Subsequently, after deciding to redirect 
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out' efforts to seek a general exemption, Tony Laoham JtalkacL vri.th 
the 0MB General Counsel, and I believe told him we would have our 
official comment on the Draft Order to 0MB by the end of the month 
(i. e. September). As far as I know that's where the matter stands.
